The solons quizzed Judge as to whether 
the parking restriction had to be or if it were 
just a suggestion made by the Pennsylvania 
Department of Transportation (PennDOT) 
which carried out the federal highways 
project. 

Judge, noting he would have to check on 
that, said he would report back to council 
with the answer
